Entries Wanted For 19-Acre Contest 


The 1972 10 acre corn yield 
contest memberships are being 
taken in the Rush County Ex­ 
tension 
Office, 
according 
to 
Francis J. Schuler, Area Exten­ 
sion Agent, crops. This also in­ 
cludes 10-acre soybean yield con­ 
test in the same membership. 
The 10-acre contest has been 
sponsored by the Indiana Crop 
Improvement 
Association 
and 
the Indiana Cooperative Exten­ 
sion Service. 
This is the seventh year for 
the shelled corn-10-acre project, 
which previously was 5-acre. 
Closing date for contest mem­ 
bership will be June 15 for this 
years competition. 
Contest rules provide that a 
minimum of one acre be shell­ 
ed from a field of 10 or more 
continuous acres of corn or soy­ 
beans. This does not mean, how­ 
ever. that the corn must be 
shelled in the field. Mr. Schu 
ler, explained. It may be pit ked 
and shelled at the elevator. 
Another major change deals 


with the procedures for verify­ 
ing yields. Under the newr rules, 
routine yield checks are the re­ 
sponsibility of the contestants. 
However, Extension personnel 
will set a contest yield level 
above which they wish to veri­ 
fy contestants yields this year. 
In case of the high yields, con­ 
testants must leave three acres 
unharvested and ufniformly dis­ 
tributed over the 10-aexes for 
yields verification. Yields in con­ 
tention for state honors must be 
verified by a representative of 
the Cooperative Extension Serv­ 
ice. 
The State Soybean verified 
high yield winner will receive a 
free 10-day vacation trip to Rus­ 
sia. Denmark, and France cour­ 
tesy of Elanco Products Com­ 
pany. with winners from 20 oth­ 
er states in the soybean belt 
area. 
Mr. Schuler emphasized that 
high yields in corn and soybeans 
must be checked by Extension 
personnel.

WINDSOR, England (AP) — 
Britain's royal family mourned 
the Duke of Windsor today at a 
funeral 
service 
in 
Windsor 
Castle, with Queen Elizabeth II 
sitting next to his duchess, the 
woman for whom, he gave up 
the British throne. 
The service for the former 
King Edward VIII underscored 
the final reconciliation in the 
royal family controversy over 
the king’s decision to abdicate 
to wed an American divorcee. 
About 100 officials and family 
mourners joined the royal par­ 
ty in St. George’s Chapel on the 
grounds of Windsor Castle. The 
much-married Henry VIII and 
other British monarchs are bur­ 
ied in the chapel. 
Among 
leading officials at 
the ceremony were Prime Min­ 
ister Edward Heath, opposition 
leader Harold Wilson, and the 
Earl of Avon, who as Anthony 
Eden was foreign secretary at 
the time of the abdication. 
Two 
hundred 
other 
guests 
were seated in the nave of the 


chapel. Attendance was by in­ 
vitation only. 
The queen sat facing the ca- 
talfalque where the coffin lay 
under 
the 
duke’s 
personal 
standard and a sheaf of white 
llllies. 
At her left sat the duchess,

figure 
dressed in black, veiled and 
composed. 
The queen herself had been 
instrumental in bringing about 
the royal family’s reconciliation 
with the duke and duchess, who 
lived in voluntary exile since 
the abdication.

She invited the duchess to stay 
at Buckingham Palace for the 
first time in the days preceding 
the funeral.

All $200,000 Recovered 
In Western Skyjacking 


RENO, Nev. (,AP)—Searchers 
have found the $160,000 balance 
of a $200,000 ransom given an 
airline hijacker who parachuted 
into a desert area after collec­ 
ting the money. 
Vein F. Loetterle of the Las 
Vegas FBI office said Sunday 
night the money was found in

no room, to stow all $200.000 
into his backpack. 
Robb D. Heady, 22, was ar­ 
rested Saturday and charged 
with the Friday night hijacking 
of UAL flight 239, which origi­ 
nated in New' York and was 
headed for San Francisco.

Postal Rate 
Cutback Is 
Recommended 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Postal Rate Commission today 
called for a $78,3-million reduc­ 
tion in postage rates proposed 
by the U.S. Postal Service. 
The decision, first of its kind 
since the Post Office Depart­ 
ment 
reorganized in 1970, 
called for cutbacks in the Post­ 
al Service’s proposed rates for 
parcel post, airmail letters, or­ 
dinary post cards and items 
handled by second-class mail- 
users, primarily magazine and 
newspaper publishers. 
The commission, acting unan­ 
imously, 
overruled 
its 
chief 
hearing 
examiner 
in 
recom­ 
mending that airmail fares he 
kept at 11 cents an ounce in­ 
stead of the hearing examiner’s 
proposed 13 cents and that or­ 
dinary post cards carry only 6 
cents postage instead of the 
Postal Service’s requested sev­ 
en cents. 
It 
estimated 
the 
savings 
alone on ordinary post cards at 
$25 million. 
The Postal Rate Commission 
let stand the current temporary 
e i g h t-ceets-per-oun.ee chargé 
for first-class mail. 
For second-class mail-users, 
the commission urged the serv­ 
ice to simplify its complex rate 
structure 
and 
recommended 
that the proposed 1.9 cent per 
piece cost be reduced to 1.6 
cents, with the zone rate spread 
for advertising reduced from 
11.8 cents to 9.9 cents between 
Zones 1 and 2 and Zone 8. 
For parcel post it recom­ 
mended there be no increase 
and that the cost remain at 21 
cents for the first pound and 10 
cents for each additional pound, 
a one-cent reduction from the 
Postal Service's recommended 
22-cent and 11-cents rates.

Also offici­ 
ating were the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, Dr. Michael Ram­ 
sey, and the Archbishop of 
York, Dr. Donald Coggan. 
It was one of Dr. Ramsey's 
predecessors. Archbishop Cos­ 
mo Lang, who was a main 
force in rejecting Edward's 
proposal for a morganatic mar­ 
riage by which the twice-di­ 
vorced Wallis Warfield Spencer 
Simpson could become his wife 
but not his queen. 
The funeral service was not 
televised, reflecting the low key 
in which all arrangements 
since the Duke's death in Paris 
eight days ago have been 
pitched. Instead, the funeral 
was reported by one of the 
BBC’s radio channels. 
The duke’s body was brought 
to England last Wednesday. 
The duchess followed on Friday 
and for the first time since the 
abdication stayed at Bucking­ 
ham Palace. 
Immediately after the funeral 
the duchess was to fly home to 
Paris in a special royal plane. 
The coffin, of plain English 
oak. bore the inscription “HRH 
The Prince Edward Albert 
Christian George Andrew' Pat­ 
rick David, Duke of Windsor. 
Born 1894. Died 1972. King Ed­ 
ward VIII 20th January—11th 
December 1936.” 
Critics of the royal family 
from both left and right contin­ 
ued to grumble about the treat­ 
ment of the duke. 
Those on the left accused the 
court and the Church of Eng­ 
land 'Of hypocrisy in honoring a 
man they had shunned for 
more than 30 years. Those on 
the right argued that the scale 
of the rites was less than the 
ex-king’s due. and that the roy­ 
al family should have made 
him and the duchess welcome 
in England years ago. 
The palace made no official 
answer to these charges, except 
to let it be known that the fu­ 
neral arrangements were what 
the duke himself had wished.

49, Rushville Republican, Belgium Relief 
Fund, milled by C. G. Clark and Sons, 
Rushville, Indiana, (Bemis bag).'* Em­ 
broidered in a circle in the center: con­ 
tributed by the people of Rushville and 
vicinity, Indiana, USA. On the right side 
are two large sprays of flowers: a red 
poppy, blue thistle, and white daisy. Be­ 
tween is a large gold bow knot embroider* 
ed with "Remember Belgium 1914-1915/* 
After the sack, embroidered and lace 
added, was returned to the Clark Mill 
and is now owned by Mrs. Floyd Kirklin, 
who will soon present it to the Rushville 
Historical Museum. 


Due to the many activities last week, 
it was impossible to attend the Missouri 
Harmony and Diapason Singing Classes 
held annually at the Morristown Chris­ 
tian Church. This is always held on the 
fourth Sunday in May, and this past 
meeting was the 137th annual meeting.

It was dull and lackluster, with 
m ajor differences worked out 
beforehand. It will not be as pla­ 
cid this time, with battle lines 
starting to form. 
Judge William T. Sharp called 
a press conference for the morn­ 
ing of June 3 to pay his filing 
fee and announce his guberna­ 
torial candidacy.

Another source said the all- 
white jury voted at least three 
tim es before handing in its ver­ 
dict. On the first ballot, taken

Humphrey, McGovern In Final

Event Sunday 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Bobby 
Unser of Albuquerque, N. M„, 
the man with the fastest ma­ 
chine but bad luck at the In­ 
dianapolis 500, had the same 
machine and good luck Sunday 
as he captured the 150-mile Rex 
Mays speedway car race at the 
Milwaukee State Fair track.

on the pole, finishing with an 
average speed of 109.131 miles 
per hour. He won the race by

The race was delayed 45 min­ 
utes after 42 laps when a half- 
shaft broke on Johnny Ruther­ 
ford’s Eagle-Offy and the car 
crashed into the wall.

U.S. Airmen 
Score Heavily 
In North Viet 
WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 
fighter pilots have scored bet­ 
ter than 8 to 1 over North Viet­ 
namese fliers in air combat 
this year. 
Pentagon charts list 34 North 
Vietnamese MIG jet fighters 
downed in air duels since Jan. 
1. Four U.S. planes have been 
shot down by MIGs. 
Most of these kills have come 
since the United States re­ 
sumed heavy bombing of North 
Vietnam in April. 
This record is a turnabout 
from 'the late stages of the 1965- 
68 air war against the North 
when the fighter score was 
nearly even and, for a time, 
North Vietnamese MIGs out- 
killed American jets. 
Many of the U.S. planes that 
attacked North Vietnam in the 
late 1960s were Air Force F105 
Thunderchiefs, so awkward to 
maneuver when bomb-loaded 
that they were derided with the 
nickname “Thud.” 
Veterans of the air war said 
the F105s often flew northward 
without escort in those days, 
and MIGs caught some of them 
in a virtually helpless position 
before the F105s could pull out 
of their bomb runs. 
Now, however, the F105 is out 
of the air war except for a 
small number of Thunderchiefs 
specially equipped with elec­ 
tronic-warfare gear for use 
against North Vietnamese sur- 


‘Underground’ 
Paper Backed 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—An 
“underground” newspaper may 
be coming more out in the open 
if a suit filed on behalf of six 
high school students or recent 
graduates is successful. 
The suit was filed Friday 
against the Indianapolis public 
schools. It claims the six, who 
*,re reported to be1 staff mem­ 
bers on the Corn Cob Curtain, 
have had their rights violated. 
It claims the school system 
will not allow the paper to be 
distributed in the schools and 
the suit asks the school officials 
be stopped from interfering 
with its distribution. 
Craig E. Pinkus, a Legal 
Services attorney and official of 
the Civil Liberties Union, filed 
the suit.

‘Rose Fever’ 
Bad This Year 
LOUISVILLE, Ky.(AP) - Al­ 
lergists have said the rose fe­ 
ver season is reaching an early 
peak this year and could be the 
worst in several years. 
“Rose fever” is actually 
caused by grass pollen but has 
been given its name because its 
onslaught occurs about the time 
the roses begin to bloom. 
Favorable 
weather 
condi­ 
tions. namely heavy spring 
rains followed by dry, windy 
days, have caused a bumper 
crop of the grasses, including 
blue grass, timothy, fescue and 
Johnson grass, which cause the 
problem. 
Dr. Donald Thomas, director 
of emergency services at Louis­ 
ville General Hospital, has said 
his section is seeing about 25 
per cent more asthmatic comp­ 
lications than in former rose 
fever seasons. 
A Louisville allergist. Dr. 
N.I. Handelman, says the pol­ 
len is also causing some respi­ 
ratory problems in the chest 
which can become complicated 
and serious. 
Sniffling and sneezing are 
among the less severe reactions 
to the pollen’s arrival. 
Birthrate In 
U.S. Drops 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Lib­ 
eralized abortion laws, econom­ 
ic decline and women’s lib are 
cited by population experts as 
some probable causes of the 
sharpest dip ever in the na­ 
tion’s birth rate. 
The rate has almost declined 
to a point of zero population 
growth, according to a new re 
port released Friday. 
For the first three' months of 
this year, the National Center 
for Health Statistics said, the 
birth rate was 15.8 children per 
1.000 population. That compares 
with 17.6 per 1,000 for the same 
quarter last year and 17.3 for 
all of 1971. 
Those figures mean that prior 
to the end of the first quarter 
of 1972 women in child-bearing 
ages are likely to have had in 
their lifetimes an estimated av­ 
erage of 2.145 children com­ 
pared with 2.284 for all of 197!, 
said 'the center, a branch of the 
Census Bureau.
